Increases in money or- 
ders, insurance, registry, 
certified mail and C, O. D. 
rates will become effective 
March 26, 1966 Postmaster 
Robert Cooper of Elba said 
recently. 

The cost of operating 
these five special services 
now exceeds revenues by 
$60 million annnualy. The 
fee increases will narrow 
the cost-revenue gap by $36 
million, based on business 
handled in Fiscal Year 19- 
65.‘ 

Fees for money orders, 
registry and C, O, D. were 
last changed in 1961; in- 
surance and certified mail 
in 1957. 

The fee changes, are 
put into effect under the 
existing administative au- 
thority of the Postmaster 
General. 

The increases include; 

Money Order Fees will 
be increased by 5 cents 

The minimum fee will 
be 20¢ instead of 10¢ plus 
increases for all amounts 
of insurance. 

Registry Fees; The pre- 
60 cents and 75 cents fees 
will be combined intoa sin- 
gle fee at 75 cents for val- 
ues up to $100. 

C.0,D, Fees: The pre- 
sent 40 and 50 cents fee 
brackets will be combined 
into one fee bracket at 
60.cents for amounts up 
to $10. There will be no 
change in the fees covering 
items valued above $10. 

Certified Mail: The fee 
willtbe increased to 30 
cents per item. 

Losses incurred in the 
operation of special ser- 
vices are paid from funds 
drawn from the Federal 
Treasury. The fee incre- 
ases will shift a substan- 
tial portion of the special 
service cost borne by the 
public to the users of these 
services.

State Peanut Producer 


A Coffee County farmer who 
broke the ton and a half barrier 
in peanut production last year 
has been named Alabama’s top 
peanut producers for 1965, 

L, B, McCall, Rt, 1, Enter- 
prise, received recognition as 
the state’s leading peanut pro- 
ducer during the Fifth Annual 
Meeting of the Alabama Peanut 
Club at the Houston Hotel in 
Dothan Tuesday night. 

McCall’s’ yield of 3,379 
pounds per acre on 23.5 acres 
placed him at the top among 
growers from the Wiregrass 
who entered the 1965 contest, 
Runner-up was Frank White, of 
Houston County, with a yield 
of 3,343 pounds per acre, and 
third-place winner was Bernard 
Bostick, also of Houston Coun- 
ty, who produced 3,322 pounds 
per acre, 

Another Coffee Countian, E, 
F, Henderson, Route 1, Enter- 
prise, placed fourth in the con- 
test with 3,234 pounds per acre, 
only 98 pounds less than the 
third place winner, 

A total of 15 County peanut 
growers from Coffee County 
won membership in last year’s 
club, held annually to recognize 
growers who have demonstrated 
the use of recommended prac- 
tices which have resulted in 
higher per acre yield of peanuts, 

McCall’s 1965 yield was pro- 
duced ona field that had been 
planted in Bahia Grass for the 
past five ye. . He used the 
Early Runner variety and plant- 
ed approximately 80 pounds of 
registered seed per acre, 

Following peanuts after the 
Bahia Grass was one of the de- 
determining factors in the big 
yleld last year, McCall be- 
lieves, “A lot of humus had 
built up in the soil over the 
past five years, ’’ he said, 
*fand had enriched the soil con- 
siderably,” 

McCall’s crep was planted on 
April 10th after the land had 


been turned with bottom plows 
and disced once, At planting 
time, he incorporated Vernam 
into the soil 3-4 inches deep 
to control weeds, and applied 
Dinitro after the crop was up, 
A rotary tiller was used to 
“cut in’? the Vernam, 

Only two cultivations were 
made on the crop last year, 
he reports, The rotary tiller 
was used once and sweeps were 
used in the second cultivation, 

The 1965 yield was by far 
the best ever produced on the 
McCall farm, Prior to last 
year, yields had averaged a- 
round one ton per acre andbet- 
ter, ° 

Peanut farmers in Coffee 
County in general had a good 
year in 1965, the County Agent 
pointed out, The County yield 
now stands at 1,339. pounds 
per acre, but a big majority 
of farmers have reached the 
ton per acre mark in produc- 
tion, 

Peanuts are grown along with 
corn and cotton on the McCall 
farm and yields of the latter 
two crops have increasedinre- 
cent years also, His average 
corn yield is now 80 bushels, 
and the cotton yield had risen 
to 1 1/4 bales per acre, 

In addition to row crops, 
McCall also produces beef cate 
tle and hogs, His cattle herd 
numbers approximately 150 
head of cows, and 100-125 head 
of hogs are fed out on the farm 
each year, 

Recognized as an outstanding 
community leader, McCall is a 
director of the newly-organized 
Coffee County Hog Producers 
Association, and is a member 
of the Coffee County Extension 
Council on corn production, He 
and his wife, Nadine, have three 
children, Van, who is a student 
at Troy State College; Miren- 
da, who attends Enterprise High 
School; and Mrs, W. D, Jones 
of Birmingham,

Unlike other nations in 
Africa, there isnorepress- 
ion. The country is effi- 
ciently and honestly run 
with less discrimination 
than you see in most parts 
of the United States. Its 
economy was booming until 
the British and the United 
States set out to kill it 
by cutting off trade. 

These facts are being 
suppressed by the State De-

Poison Prevention 


Education In Coffee County 


National Poison Pre- 
vention Week is being ob- 
served March 20-26 in Cof- 
fee County. Dr. C, D, Mc- 
Leod, County Health Offi- 
cer, announced that the lo- 
cal county health depart- 
ment vas embarking upon 
an educational campaign to 
emphasize to citizens the 
dangers of accidental poi- 
sonings and the preventive 
measures’ these dangers 
warrant. 

The largest percentage 
of poisoning accidents oc- 
cur among children under 
the age of five years. It 
has been estimated that 
3,000 such accidents oc- 
curred in Alabama during 
1965. 

Products most com- 
monly involved are medi- 
cines, kerosene found in 
sodapop bottles, cleaning 
agents kept under the kit- 
chen sink, and insecticides 
used around the home, 

Adults have a responsi- 
bility to protect their chil- 
dren as well as themsel- 
ves against such an acci-| 
dent. 

All medicines and 
household products should 
be kept out of sight and 
out of reach of children, 
They should be locked in 
a cabinet or closet. Medi- 
cines should be stored se- 
parately from other house- 
hold products. Keep all 
products in their original 
containers--never in cups 
or soft-drink bottles. 

Make certain that all 
medicines and household 
products are properly la- 
beled. If the label is ill- 
egible, replace it with some 
adhesive tape. When giving 
vr taking medication al- 
ways turn on the light. Read 
the label!

Acting State Director 
Lt. Colonel Rex H, Mc- 
Kissick said recently that 
Alabama registrants will be 
offered special Selective 
Service College Qualifica- 
tions Tests May 14, May 
21 and June 3, 1966, 

Colonel McKissick said 
that full information on the 
tests will be publicized 
prior to April 1. Full pro- 
cedure to be followed by 
registrant students, and 
examination sites will be 
included in the announce- 
ment. 

He emphasized that high 
school seniors graduating 
this year and college stu- 
dents who want to take the 
test will be required to 
mail applications prior to 
April 23. 

Taking the test is en- 
tirely voluntary on the part 
of the registrant. Although 
passing the test can play 
an important part in win- 
ning deferment for a col- 
lege student, failure does 
not mean that he will be 
drafted, and it will have 
no effect on his college 
future.

Mid-March Thru Mid-April 
Weather Report Released 


The thirty day agricul- 
tural weather outlook for 
the period mid-March thru 
mid - April for South 
Georgia, Southeast Ala- 
bama and Northwest Flo- 
rida issued by the Weather 
Bureau Advisory Agricul- 
tural Meterologist, Geor- 
gia Coastal Plain Experi- 


ment Station, Tifton, 
Georgia, March 17, is as 
follows: 

Temperatures during 


the period of mid-March 
thru mid-April are expect- 
ed to average above normal 
over all of the Tri-State 
Agricultural area, Daily 
mean temperatures will 


' average between 60 and 68 


degrees. Maximum tem- 
peratures will range be- 
tween 70 and 80 degrees 
with afternoon temper- 
atures reaching 85 degrees 
or higher on 2 or 3 days 
during the period. Daily 
minimum temperatures 
are expected toaverage be- 
tween 48 and 58 degrees 
with temperatures falling 
below 45 degrees on 4 or 
5 mornings during the 
period, Temperatures of 32 
degrees or less are expect- 
ed to occur oyer northern 


areas only one or two 
mornings during the 
period. 


Rainfall during the next 
30 days is expected to av- 
erage between 2.00 and 4 
inches over Southeast 
Georgia and between 3.00 
and 7.00 inches over South- 
west Georgia, Southeast 
Alabama and Northwest 
Florida. Rain is expected 
to occur mostly as shower 


periods on 7 to 9 days dur- 
ing the period. 

Sunshine during the 
peiod is expected to aver- 
age 60% of possible with 
several periods of extend- 
ed cloudiness. 

Soil temperatures dur- 
ing the next 30 days are 
expected to rise sharply 
reaching averages between 
65 and 70 degrees under 
4 inches of bare soil by 
April Ist.
